AIRLINES PAD O’HARE SCHEDULES DESPITE NEW RUNWAYS

A Newark- to- Chicago flight takes up to an hour longer than 
it did in the 1990s, according to a new study that concluded the 
airlines are padding their schedules more than ever as they try to 
counter worsening congestion, bolster shaky on-time rates and 
appease better-informed passengers. 


Critics say it’s a deceptive ploy to 
cover up poor performance by the 
air carriers. But the data also point 
to other issues— the problems of 
increasing aviation congestion re- 
sulting from growing demand for 
air service, as well as the govern- 
ment and industry’s slow pace to 
modernize air-traffic operations, 
experts said. 

“It’s a bit like a grand prix race 
car in that it is very difficult for the 
airlines to save anything more than 
a few seconds,” said John Grant, 
a senior analyst at OAG Aviation 


Worldwide, which conducted the 
study “That’s the quandary for the 
airlines in terms of improving on- 
time performance. A whole host of 
events often conspire against it.” 

Block time, which is the amount 
of time airlines say they need to get 
a plane from departure gate to ar- 
rival gate, has increased at O’Hare 
since a runway expansion proj- 
ect began in 2005, the analysis by 
OAG showed. 

The purpose of Chicago’s 
$10 billion airfield modernization 
was to increase airport capacity 


streamline airline operations and 
improve on-time performance. 
However, even though the airlines 
have been systematically extend- 
ing the time allowed to complete 
flights on time, O’Hare remains 
stuck toward the bottom of the 
rankings for punctuality 

Only seven out of 10 flights de- 
parted or arrived at O’Hare with- 
in 15 minutes of their published 
schedules this year through Sep- 
tember, according to the federal 
Bureau of Transportation Statis- 
tics. 

Block times are independently 
set by each airline and, therefore, 
two airlines serving the same route 
may assign different times. 

“Some airlines routinely arrive 
sooner at the destination than oth- 
ers. This is valuable information 
for the passengers, especially those 


who effectively commute and for 
whom speed is of the essence,” 
said an OAG report titled “Great 
Expectations: Lifting the Lid on 
Airline OnTime Performance.” 

The OAG report noted that pas- 
sengers are more aware of airline 
delays and on-time performance 
problems than in the past thanks 
to mobile devices that give travel- 
ers immediate access to informa- 
tion. As a result, it is important for 
the airlines to make adjustments 
that reflect the reality of a con- 
gested aviation system that has re- 
turned to gridlock levels especially 
during peak daily travel times, and 
also often gets bogged down dur- 
ing winter.

Express bus 
service in Loop 
to begin Sunday 

A new CTA express bus ser- 
vice designed to speed up travel 
through downtown Chicago will 
begin next week. 

Called Loop Link, the service 
will operate on red bus-only lanes 
on Madison, Washington, Clin- 
ton and Canal streets between 
Michigan Avenue and the West 
Loop, officials announced Mon- 
day 

About 1,000 buses each week- 
day will make limited stops at 
eight bus rapid transit stations, 
officials said. 

Loop Link will be launched 
Sunday although the first test 
will come Monday morning, 
when hordes of commuters arriv- 
ing downtown at CTA and Metra 
rail stations will transfer to CTA 
buses on Loop Link corridors. 


Loop Link 

Launching Sunday, this service 
operates on red bus-only lanes on 
Madison, Washington, Clinton and 
Canal streets between Michigan 
and West Loop. Loop Link was 
designed to improve commutes 
by designating bus, bicycle and 
general traffic lanes. 


The CTA and city transporta- 
tion officials are hopeful that the 
$32 million Loop Link project 
will at least cut in half bus travel 
times across the central business 
district, ease traffic congestion 
and improve safety for bicyclists 
and pedestrians. 

Drivers will have fewer lanes, 
but general traffic lanes that were 
reduced for construction during 
most of this year will reopen for 
cars on Madison and Washing- 
ton, according to the Chicago 
Department ofTransportation. 

Only seven of the eight new 
bus stations will open next week, 
and station work will continue 
through early 2016, CDOT said. 

A bus transit center next to 
Union Station on Jackson Bou- 
levard at Canal is scheduled to 
open next spring.

TEAM COMES 
FIRST. PERIOD. 

JOAKIM NOAH PLAYS BETTER WITH EXTENDED 
MINUTES BUT WONT ROCK THE BOAT

Y ou can ask Joakim Noah the 
same question a variety of 
ways, and the veteran Bulls big man 
won’t bite. He won’t publicly rock 
the boat about his reserve role. 

“I’ve always been about the team 
first,” Noah said. “And that’s not going to 
change.” 

In diplomatic fashion, Noah has made 
it clear he would prefer to start. But ac- 
cepting a reserve role has been relatively 
easy compared with what privately pains 
Noah even more— not finishing games 


and averaging just 21 minutes, 48 sec- 
onds. 

That’s why Saturday night proved so 
pleasing for him. Noah played the final 
18:43 without a break in the victory over 
New Orleans, though, again, he wouldn’t 
drop his guard much when asked about 
the extended minutes. 

“I want to play all the time,” Noah said. 
“Everybody does. I definitely haven’t 
fully adjusted to coming off the bench, 
but I’m working through it. That’s some- 
thing I have to deal with. I’m just trying 
to be the best teammate possible and 
come out with the right mindset. It’s like 
that for everybody” 


Perhaps more than most players’, 
Noah’s game is about energy and rhythm. 
It’s hard to achieve that playing such lim- 
ited minutes. It’s no surprise two of his 
best games have come when his minutes 
were extended. 

His 29:33 against the Pelicans marked 
his second-most playing time this sea- 
son, and he finished with 10 points, nine 
rebounds and four blocks. He produced 
nine points, ii rebounds and four blocks 
in his season-high of 34:55 on Dec. 2 in a 
victory against Denver. 

“Energy, rebounding, leadership,” Der- 
rick Rose said when asked what Noah 
brought. “He’s moving well. We need his 
confidence to be up.” 

Coach Ered Hoiberg was noncommit- 
tal when asked about whether extending 
Noah’s minutes would be a consistent 
thing. 

“That’s the luxury, slash, problem we 
have with our bigs,” Hoiberg said. “It’s 
not always going to be the same guy Taj 
{Gibson} finished the last game with 


Pau {Gasol}. Niko {Mirotic} has finished 
a lot of games for us. And it was Jo {on 
Saturday}. That’s what we have. We’ve 
got the depth to play different lineups 
and go with the guy that’s getting the job 
done.” 

Hoiberg did praise what Noah has 
done for the second unit, which has con- 
sistently outplayed the starters of late. 

“Joakim has done a great job the last 
couple games going into dribble handoffs 
and flashing to the ball at the right time 
and getting some good action going on 
out there,” Hoiberg said. “I’ve liked that. 
Obviously, his energy too, and I thought 
he defended terrific {Saturday} night. 
He’s always going to rebound for us. 

“He’s also been pushing the ball down 
the floor. A lot of times that’s been our 
best thrust— when Jo gets it off the rim 
and pushes it down and we’re able to 
go right into an action as opposed to a 
swing. That’s been good. He’s been doing 
a good job of reading it as well. If it’s not 
there, he gets it to a guard.”
